REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fails to disclose the combination of the claimed feeding device as 
amended and supported in the remarks filed on 03/22/2010. In particular, the prior art of record 
fails to disclose among other features a tension application mechanism comprising a base (Fig. 7; 
via 1 14), a rod extends for engaging the wrapping paper (via 1 16), a roller mounted on the base 
(via 1 17), a rail (via 1 18) on which the roller is rotatably slidably engaged, wherein an operation 
section is upward and downward movable as the roller rolls on the rail with the rod engaging and 
applying tension to the pulled out wrapping paper by the weight of the operation section, see for 
example (Fig. 7; via operation section 121).
